SKKMON OF ST. ,\NN'S i'lIUKCil, 

NKW YORK. 

THE SEUMON I'ltK.VCHKD AT THK TWENTY- 
FIFTH ANNlVKltSAKY OF ST. ANN's CnUUCU 
FOB DEAF-MUTES BY THK KKV. THOMAS 
OALI.AUDKT, V. D., OCT. 7, 1877. 

St. Matthew— XIII. 31, 32. "The 
Kingdom of Heaven is like to a grain 
of nuistai'd seed which a man took and 
sowed in his field ; which is indeed the 
least of all seeds ; but when it is grown, 
it is the greatest among herbs and be- 
oomoth a tree, so tliat tlie birds of the 
air come and lodge in the branches 
thereof." 

In this brief poiablo of our Lord, re- 
ferring to the small V)egiuning and ex- 
traordinary growth of the mustard tree 
of I'alestine, He proclaimed one of the 
principles which should characterize 
his kingdom. 

After fulfilling His Father's will in 
the scciues of the Cnu'ifixion, the Res- 
urrection, the Forty Days nud iito Am 
cession. He estabUshed this kingdom 
on the Day of Pentecost. The Holy 
(ihost, proceeding from the Father 
and the Son, descended upon the twelve 
Apostles, liringing to their minds the 
directions of their Master. Aswereiwl 
St. Luke's graphic account of their 
acts ujjon that eventful day, wo think 
at once of the sowing of the unistanl 
seed. And as wo followed the iiistory 
of the Christian Church, the kingdom 
not of this world, wo see evidences of 
that remarkable growth towards the 
maturity, not yet reached, to which our 
.Saviour referred in the pfU"abl<!. We 
find also that the principle of extraor 
dinary developments from what the 
world would call feeble beginnings, 
has been exemplified in all the perma- 
nent subdivisions of work which fronj 
time to time have been interwoven in- 
to the Church's organic life. 

It is our privilege to day, my dear, 
brethren, to oft'er with humility and 
gratitude another illustration of the 
juinciple. As St. Ann's Church has 
iKjen so intimately connected with 
dottf-nnites, we very naturally take 
them into account in our general views 
on on occasion like this, especially as 
we find that all efforts for their wel 
fare have bcgtiu iti the i)lanting of very 
small mustard seeds. Passing by the 
rise and progress of the education of 
deaf unites in foreign cotnitries, we will 
confine ourselves for a few minutes to 
what has V>ecn done for those of o\u- 
own land. 

Sixty- two years ago little Alice Cogs 
well won the love of the good people 
of Hartford, Connecticut. Disease 
had destroyed her hearing in early life 
so that she was regorde<l with pecti- 
liarly tender feelings. Everything wns 
done which the ingenuity of friends 
could suggest, to give her tlie knowl- 
edge which was flowing into the minds 
of her hearing and speaking compan 
ions, but in vain. The dark shadows 
of ignorance were falling upon her 
nattu-ally In-ight luul bciautiful face, bo. 
cause the spoken words could not 
burst the sealed portals of her cars 
and influence her inner life. My be 
loved father, now at rest in Paradise, 
was the first to undertake some sys 
tematic tnelhods to roach her mind 
through the eye. But ho found that 
ho needed tlie wisdom which exiicri 
enco had brought to the teachers of 
deaf-mutes in Europe. Providence ot 
Icngtli guided him to the Royal Insti 
tution atParis, whosi' V' '"''"'"^ K'wnr.l, 



was the successor of its f(junder, De- 
L'Epee. Having acquired the method 
of teaching desif mutes my father re- 
turned to Hartford, bringing with him 
as on associate, Mr. Laurent Clerc, ono 
of Siciu'd's best deaf mute teachers. 
Duo preparations having been made, 
my father opened the first institution 
for doaf -mutes in this country, in Hart- 
ford, on the 17th of April, i817, with 
Alice Cogswell as his fii"st pujul. The 
iirst class was small, though composed 
of some who aftcrwai'ds beeaino repre- 
sentative persons in the silent comntu- 
nity. Ono of these was my mother. 
The quarters of the ni;w institution 
were limited and furnished on a mod- 
est and economical scale. 'Midst warm 
and sympathetic hearts and moistened 
eyes the grain of mustard seed was 
planted. The Christian education of 
deaf-mutes was begun, and now there I 
ore nearly 50 institutions in our coun- 1 
try, iiT-parting light and knowledge to 
thousands of our children and young 
'jnen and maidens, who, without them, 
would be passing through this earth- 
ly pilgiimage in a sad and pitiable 
condition. Surely the tiee shows signs 
of a vigorous life and growth. Vorily, 
in its branches ai*e resting many birds 
who would otherwise bo flitting up and i 
down in dark places vainly trying to j 
find the healthful food which their na- j 
turos craved. 

In the dovolopmont of this life ami 
growth under the Divine blessing and I 
in accordance with the prophecy of the I 
God-man, there have appeared, from 
time to time, men who have caught the I 
spirit of their gracious Master, and 
tried to the utmost of their ability to 1 
speak the word "Ephphatha" to the 
n»en<,!il ears of the children of silence 
clustering about them. The names of 
some of those who have been gathered 
to their fathers nro Gallattdet, Clerc. 
Poet, Weld, Hubbell, Hutton, Cary, 
Rao, Stone, Jacobs, Tyler, Brown, Of- 
ficer and Munis. Those "and others, 
besides esteemed men who arc still 
pilgrims and sojourners here, and of 
whom tlie ohh^st is Rev. W. W. Turn 
er of Hertford, are looked upon by 
thousands of deaf-mutes as the leadei's 
Vvho have guided them from Egypt to- 
wards the ])romi8ed land. Such men 
have fostered the life which will yet 
l)loom perennially in tho City of GK)d. 

In September, 1843, I was provi. 
deutially led to on official connection 
with tho life and growth to which I 
have thus briefly referred, though I 
had long been mindful of it tlirough 
the tender associations of family tics. 
I became ono of tho professors of tho 
New York Institution for Dcaf-Mutes, 
and continued my connection with it 
till tho Ist of Oct., 1858 — fifteen years. 

On the 15th of July, 1845, God gave 
mo for my wife a graduate of Uiis in- 
stitution, and thus botmd mo more 
closely to tho people among whom He 
was fitting me to extend the kingdom 
of His dearly beloved Son. The peri- 
od was drawing nigh for specijd effort 
to develop and stiengthen among the 
adult deaf-mutes, tho life which had 
begun in their school daj-s. A decid 
ed stop towards this now phase of work 
was taken in Juno, 1850. Then in old 
St. Stephen's Cliurch, at tho corner of 
Broome and Christie streets, the Rev. 
Joseph H. Price, D. D., being Rector, 
T was ordained a Doivcou by tho Rt 
Rev. Bishop Wittingham. I was at 
that time just 28 years of ag<J. The fol- 
lowing Sept(!mber I conmienced a Bi- 
ble class for deaf-mutes in tho vestry 
room of St. Stephen's Church. It was 
inttmdod for those who had gratluated 
at various institutions, and settled 
down in this city to support themselves 
and their families. 

The class was so small at first that, 
under tho figure of the text, wo could 
say we wore sowing the mustard seed. 
But tho growth come so rapidly that 
wo were comi>ollod to remove to No. 
59 Bond street where wo remained for 
several years. We mot on Thursday 
evenings. On Sundays it was my 
privilege to assist tlie Rov. Dr. Price 
in tho services at St. Stephen's Churoh' 
though occasionally having to officiate, 
in my turn, at the Chapel of tho New 
York Institution. I spent much of my 
leisiu-e time during tho week in visit- 
ing my deaf mute friends at their 
homes or work-shops, and was instru- 
nuiital in leading quite a niunVier to 
Hiu.liKiii. Ci.iil'irniatiou and tho Holy 



Communion in St Stephen's Chtirch- 
In July, 1851, at Grace Church, 
Brookh^l Heights, I was ordained a 
priest by the Rt. Rev. Bisbcp Do Lancey, 
and for some time after that event I 
assistei!] the Rev. Dr. Carter, on Sun- 
days, in St. Ann's Chiu"ch and SL Paul's 
Cha^ el, Morrisania. Eorty in the spring 
of 1852, various circumstances led mo 
to think that there B>;vuld be one 
chvu'ch in the city of New York hav- 
ing a sjjecial mission In deaf-mutes. 
The thought gained str* ' :'li and shape 
at the bed-side of Cornelia A. Lathrop, 
one of the most gentle and lovely of 
my deaT'-m-"^te friends. Having been 
sti-icken with consumption while a pu' 
pil al tho institution, she had gone 
to her home in tlie city for the com- 
forting care which only a raother knows 
how to give. I visited her often, and 



W'e began our parish life with a 
plain Baptismal bowl, and without a 
Communion-set. For some time we 
were kindly })ermitted by Rev. Dr. 
Eaton, Rector of St Clement's Church, 
to use its sacred vessels, and we cele- 
brateii tho Holy Cummunion on the 
third Sunday of the month. From 
the beginning the deaf-mute commu- 
nicants and others have been associated 
in this solemn service.. 

At the Sunday morning services we 
had a choir of volo-itoers tmder the 
direction of the orgauiBt, my brother, 
Mr. William L. Gallaudet. For the 
services which he rendered during ten 
years and upwards, he should erer be 
remembered as one of our earUest and 
most sincere friends. 

On Thursday evening, March 3d,

and spiritual welfare of the deaf-mute 
residents of this city and vicinity. I 
consulted with the Bishop and Clergy 
and with a few personal friends, some 
of tlic latter being very noar and dear 
to me. The idea of associating deaf- 
mutes with those possessnd ofolltlieir 
faculties, in ono parish, was so novel 
that quite a number pronounced the 
plan impracticable. Others, however, 
seemed to enter into my beau ideal as 
a reasonable venture of faith, and kind- 
ly encouraged mo to make a begin- 
ning. 

W^e engaged the small chapol of tlie 
New York Univei-sity. on Washington 
Square, the rent of $300 a yeiir, having 
boon kindly provided by the vestry of 
Trinity Church, and on tho first Sun- 
day of October, 1852, began our parish 
life. Under the influence oV deep emo- 
tions, I cunducted the i^ni f , , :, c 
for the little company of li. . aid 
speaking persons who gathered about 
me, and tho afternoon for my deaf-mute 
friends, most of whom had been mem- 
bers of tho Bible class to which I have 
referred, and some of whom had be- 
come communicants of St Stephen's 
Church. With the consent of the Rec- 
tor those wore transferred to my pas- 
toral care. In thus foimding St. Ann's 
Church for Deaf mutes. I hotl tlic ap- 
proval of tho Rt Rev. Bishop Wain 
Wright and the majority of the rectors 
of the parishos in the city of Now York. 
As you have listtuied t*) this plain and 
simple narrative of facts, you have 
thought that tho mustirvl sood was 
once more planted, and ss we contem- 
plate tlie results on the 25tii anniver- 
sary, wo surely have reason to offer 
devout thanks to God for tho life and 
growth with which he has blessed the 
slowly maturing tree. 

T^ was no easy matter to find a name 
for the infant parish. The usual naim ■ 
had bofcii already taken by existing 
parishes. We desired a short one so 
that wo cotild gnvcofully add to it the 
expression for J}eafmttte«. We at 
length fixed upon St. Ann's, thinking 
that the corporate name of "St Ann's 
Church for DiMvf-mutes " would sound 
pleasantly, and supposing we had a 
Scripture title, Ann being a contrac- 
tion for Anno, tho prophetess. We 
afterwards learned ,4l>at the early 
Church had commemorated the mother 
of the Virgin Mary under the title of 
St Ann, and were quite coAtent with 
that view of the subject especially as 
the original meaning of Ihe ^ord Ann 
is a "gracious giver." With free seats 
and free-will offerings ot the very be- 
ginning of our jmrish life, we trusted 
that St Ann's Church would prove to 
be the gracious giver of spiritual bless- 



city. Sev- 
eral addresses were made and the fol- 
lowing gentlemen appointed a com 
mittee to sohcit donations for the 
building fund of the proposed Church, 
viz: 

Rt Jlev. Bishop Wainwright, Gen. 
J. Watson Webb, Mr. Robert Gracie, 
Rev. Benjamin I. Haight, D. D., Mr. 
Augustin Averill, Troasiu-er, Rev. G. T. 
Bedell, D. D., Gen. Prosper M. Wet. 
more, Mr. Cyrus Curtis, Rev. B. C. 
CuUer, D. D., Mr. B. R. Winthrop, 
Mr. Robert D. Weeks, Rev. O. Jarvis 
Geer, D. D., Rev. Francis Vinton, D. 
D., Rev. S. H. Weston, D. D.. H. P. 
Feet, LL. D., Capt Wm. A. Spencer. 
Of this Committee of sixteen, nine 
have passed beyond the veil, while sev- 
en are still spared to watch over our 
future lif« and growth. This Com- 
mittee published an apj>oal which was 
i prepared by Dr. lAaight and Dr. I'eet 
On Sunday afternoon, June 12tli, 
1853, Bishop Wainwright confirmed 
six deaf-mutes. 

On tlio first ttuuiversary I reported 
3 ba])ti6ms, 3 funerals antl 1 mairiage 
and the btiginning of a Sunday School, 
and that during the year $70.52 had 
l)ecn given for the sick and poor; 
$596.68 for current expenses ($300.00 
l>oing from Trinity Church), and about 
$G,500 for the building fund. For 
the latter the venerable Bishop Kemper 
sent $5. Mr. Augustin Avorill, the 
Treosiu'er, sucoceileil iu obtiuning sev- 
eral handsome subscriptions from the 
business men in the city. Dr. Peet 
gave an exhibition of the pupils of the 
New York Institution, the proceeds of 
which amounted to over $700, and the 
late Mrs. E. Holbrook mode the first 
donation of $500. This was soon fol- 
lowed by another one of $500 Ttom 
Miss Abby Loring, of Boston. Ita «x- 
aminuig my first anniversary discourse, 
I find that I was led to say that the 
Umo would come when we should 
need a Home for Aged and Infirm 
Deaf mutes. I also colled attention 
to the fact that the institution for 
deaf-mutes b<;ing supported by legis 
lative appropriations, could not have 
any ecclesiastical organizations, and 
that St Ann's Church was, therefore, 
! cAlled upon to labor tho more earnest- 
ly for tho graduates, to Icoil them to 
be commuuicanta in the Church of 
Christ I showed how the Churcb 
which used the BiKik of Common 
Prayer wns especially fitted to labor 
among the doaf-routes, who aft«r their 
education could appreciate our liturgy, 
and how in its ritual and the changing 
seasons uf the grand ccclesiasticid 
iyear, the Church haul many things, 
not l>elonging to other religious bod-

pie of almost every race and color, to 
deaf-mutes, to the blind and thoM ■of- 
fering from other physical deprivations, 
to tho rich and to those in moderate 
circumstances, as well as to the poor. 
With our chai>el. which has formed a 
part of our parish life for several 
years, it is my conviction that, in pro- 
I>ortion to our means, we have been 
specially l)lo8setl in our ministrations 
among the poor and afflicted. Let ua 
then feel quite SAtisfiod with our name 
' and its moaning 



forecaste uf the future 
in many respects been realized. 

On one uf the Sunilays of October, 
1863, Rev. Francis J. Clere, D. D., a 
dei)uty to tho General Convention 
from Missouri, assisted me at the ser- 
vice for tho deaf mutes, and preached 
in tho sign language. It was on in- 
teresting coincidence that the sons of 
the first teachers of deaf mutes in ttiis 
country should be conducting a churcJi 
■ervice in tlie first Church of Christen- 
dom to undertake a apedol miaaioa to 
deaf-mutes. 



On Wednesday evening, November 
16th, 1853, there was another public 
meeting held in our interests. The 
committee referred to above was reap- 
pointed and requested to hasten the 
increase of the building fund. 

On Thursday evening, December 1, 
1853, a large meeting of deaf-mutes 
was held to help on our work. Mr. 
John CarUn presided, and Mr. G. W. 
C. Gamage acted as secretorj'. It ap- 
pointed a deaf-mute collector, who 
lar"«>ly increased onr building fund. 

My venerable and beloved uncle, 
Rov. Dr. Cruse, began this year to 
take a lively interest in our progress. 
On the Sundays when I took my turn 
in officiating in the chapel of the in- 
stitution, he kindly conducted the 
service at St Ann's. 

On Christmas day, 1853, happening 
that year on Sunday, we used for the 
first time our new Conuuimion-set, 
consisting of five pieces of solid silver. 
It cost $150. The money was collect- 
ed by Miss Jane Ward, one of oiu- 
most earnest friends. Our cup of joy 
was overflowing on that High Festival. 
We use the same Commimion-set to- 
day, with tho addition of the smaller 
flagon, tho gift of Robert M. Martin. 
On the 11th of September, 1854, 
our parish was incorporated under 
the legal title of "The Rector, Church 
Wardens and Vestrymen of St Ann's 
Church for Deaf-mutes in the City of 
New York. " It elected me as its Rec- 
tor. Our parish was received into 
union with the Convention of the Dio- 
cese. October 28 th, 1854, at the special 
meeting which elected the Rev. Horatio 
Potter, D. D., Bishop of the Diocese. 
So we gradually grew towards syni 
metry luid effectiveness. 

At the Second Anniversary, in 1854, 
I reported the statistics for the year, 
but instead of entering them here, and 
in tho ct'itr notice • of anniversary 
sermons, I will give the grand totals 
at tiie end of the twenty-ilve years' 
history. There were at that time only 
twenty-five communicants, sixteen of 
whom were deaf-mutes. I referred to 
the course of lectures for deaf mutes, 
which hod been continued during the 
year on Thursday evenings 

At the Third anniversary, iu 1855, it 
was reporte<l tliat four lots on the south 
side of Twenty-sixth street, between the 
Sixth and Seventh avenues, had been 
purcha8e<I as tho future site of our 
Church and Rectory. They cost us 
altogether about $ia000 before we 
sold them in 1K59. 

A reference was made to the 
Rt Rev. Bishop Potter's first visita 
tiou of the piu-ish for confirmation ; 
and to visits from the Rt Rev. Bishop 
Fulforil, of Montre^vl, and tlie Rev. 
Dr. B:imard, the latter being able to 
preach to deaf-mutes in their own 
language. It was stated tliat some 
efforts had been made to procure em 
ployment for the deaf-mutes needing 
it, and the Rector had been invited to 
speak of St Ann's and its s))ocial mis- 
sion in other churches, with the view 
of receiving support. 

At the Fourth Anniversary, in 1857, 
I spoke particularly of the recent death 
of Mr. Stephen Hale, who had from 
tho beginning of our work rendered 
valuable help in the choir. I called 
attention to the removal of the New 
York Institution for Deaf-mutes from 
its old site, comer of Fiftieth street 
and Fourth avenue to Washington 
Heights, in December, 185<>, and said 
that there would be a greater need 
tliau ever for our core of deaf-mutt^ 
in this city. I sj>oke also of the re- 
cent establishment of the Cohuubia 
Institution for Deaf-mutes in Wash- 
ington, D. C, under my youngest 
brother, Mr. E. M. Gallaudet This 
institution has had for several years a 
department called the National Deaf- 
mute College, where young men from 
different (tarlfl of tlie country can ac 
qmre a liberal oducAtion. This is the 
first and only college for deaf mutes 
in the world. 

On tlie 1st of NoTeml>er, 1857, St 
Ann's Church removed to the lecture 
room of the New York Historical So- 
ciety's new building at the south east 
comer of Second avenue and Eleventh 
street That yt/ta, Sunday and All- 
Saint's Day coincided. In the after- 
noon, the Bishop confirmed eight, 
three being deaf-mates. There we 
began to hold ngolarly Uvea aerrioea 



on Sunday, the afternoon being for 
deaf-mutes, and interpretations for 
deaf-mutes lieing given at the evening 
service, when other clergj-men were 
so kind as to preach. In our new 
pkce of worship the congregations 
increased, and our prospects become 
much moi"e encouraging. 

On Wednesday evening. May 19tJi, 
18.58, a public mooting of our friends 
was hold in the room where we wor- 
shiped on Sundays. Rt Rev. Bishop 
Potter presided. I proiwsed to re 
rsigu my counection witli the institu 
tion, provided my support as Rector 
of St Ann's could be assured for one 
Tho sum was fixed at $1,400. 



year. 

I stated that I should receive $400 
for instructing a deaf-mute young gen- 
tleman in private, and desired that the 
remaining $1,000 should be raised in 
100 subscriptions of $10 each. Quito 
.V number of persons not of om- parish 
took an interest in the matter, because 
they wished me to have more time to 
attend to the increasing deaf mute 
population of this city, .\jnong these 
were the Rev. Dr. Eigenbrodt and 
Professor R. Ogden D>remu8. The 
latter gentleman, in viuious other 
ways, has contributed to fl « kucitkh 
of this Church. 

At the Sixth Anniversary, in 1S58, 
I reported that the support allude<l to 
above having been assured, I had left 
the institution on the 1st of OctoWr, 
and was ready for more pastoral work. 
I re.'erred to services which I had 
held for the deaf-mutes of Buffalo, Chi- 
cago, and AlbiUiy during tho previous 
yeor. 

In July, ISa'J, we purchase*! our 
present property, Eighteenth street, 
near Fifth avenue — ♦. #., churcli, recto- 
ry, four lots, organ and church fumi 
ture, for $70,lH)0. Mr. John D. Wolfe 
kindly consented to buy our site in 
Twenty-sixth street for $18,0(K1. We 
bad $2,000, and tluuj were oble to 
make our first payment of $20,000, 
leaving $50,000 on bond and mort- 
gage. Our property originally be- 
longed to Cluist Church. It passe*! 
by exchange into the hands of a Bap- 
tist congregation, of whom we bought 
it In the securing of this valuable 
property at such a j easonable price, 
important services were rendered by 
Messrs. D. H. Haight G. R. Jackson 
and S. R. Comstock. Although we 
had assiunod a debt which seemed to 
some of oui" friends a perfectly crush- 
ing and overwhelming one. we felt 
that with GotVs blessing, we liatl 
three elements of success which would 
prove invincible, viz., our special mis- 
sion to deaf-mutes, our free seats, and 
our redemption of property which had 
once been solemnly consecrated as 
Christ Church, according to the ritiwl 
of the Book of Common Prayer. Onr 
position to-day proves tliat our venture 
of faith was a reasonable one. 

The necessary alterations having 
been mode, we held our first services 
in this (Church on the 7th of August 
1869. The sermon of tho Rect^jr at 
the 10:30 A. M. service, giving a sketch 
of our work to that time, was published. 
At the afternoon service fc<r doaf- 
mutes, Uie Rev. Dr Berrien, Relator of 
Trinity Churdi, preached. I inter- 
preted his sermon. In tho evening 
the sermon of the Rev. Dr. Tyng, 
Rector of St George's Church, was 
tdso interpreted. It was a most re- 
markable day in our growth t*>ward8 
the j>erfection of the mustard tree. 

At the Seventh Annivorsiu-y. in 18.V.), 
we were presented by a friend, through 
the Rev. George C. Pennell, a Bible 
and books for tlie altar and desk. Wo 
still use the Bible, but have been 
obliged to reploce the other books. 
Tho Rector rejx>rted 88 communicoiits, 
36 being deaf-mutes. 

On the 1st of January, 1860, our 
baptismal font was presented to us by 
a lady of another paribh, who, from 
peculiar circumstances, had been led 
to take a deep interest in oiu' work 
among deaf-mutes. Those who liave 
examined the font closely, have notice<l 
that it bears the I. H. S. in tho posi 
tions of the manual alphabet It was 
a beautiful and timely gift, and has 
been instrumental in receiving a larg(! 
number of mon, women and chiUb-eu 
to memberahip with Christ in hismys 
tical bo<ly. 

At tho Eighth Anniversary, in 1860, 
the Rector re]H)rted that, in conse- 
quence of his own sickness, the It; ^ 
Dr. Ewer hod been elected his iihSA 
ciate in {>a8toral work. This faithhil 
and devoted minister of Christ remain- 
ed with us upwards of two years, un- 
til he l>ecame Rector of Christ Church.
